Enzineerinz Notes. 


According to a writer in the Engineering 
Magazine, an English manufacturer has re- 
cently built a number of fast traction en- 
gies, Several of which are running passen- 
ger trains on hiphwaysin India. They are 
said to draw an omnibue weighing two or 
three tons at eight to twelve miles an hour. 
Three engines Of this ty ype have also been 
built for the Fourgon Poste service in the 
south of France. They run between Lyons | 
and Grenoble, a distance of about seventy 
miles. This seryjce consists of the dis- | 
tribution of parcels and light merchandise | 
in districts remote from railways or indiffer- 

ently served by them, In France tie prej- 
idice of the authorities against steam on 
common roads has been overcome, and 
several Serpollett steam carriages are in 
regular use on the streets of Paris and other 
cities, Their speed is restricted to ten 
miles an hour, and they are said not to 
frighten horses.
